ACCIDENT AT DAM 

Results In Death of Harvey Penn, Col- 
ored, and Serious Injury to Walter 
Snelllng, Another Negro — 
Three Others Receive 
Slight Injuries But 
Resume Work. 

One man was fatally Injured, anoth- 
er will probably die, and three others 
received minor injuries when a part of 
the old coffer dam caved In at the 
Government dam just above this city 
yesterday about 8:30 o'clock. 

A force of men was at work tearing 
out the old cofferdam which is of no 
use now, when some of the timbers let 
go and five of the men who were work- 
ing at that point were caught in the 
big slide of dirt, rock and timber 
which followed.

Quigley and Taylor were summoned 
and after giving the men a hurried ex- 
amination discovered that both were 
suffering from, internal injuries and 
their chances of recovery small. They 
were removed to the Hayswood Hos- 
pita in this city, where they both un- 
derwent operations in the hopes of 
saving their lives. 

Penn rallied following the operation 
but grew worse shortly after dinner 
and died. His remains were removed 
to the undertaking establishment of 
Mcllvaln, Knox ft Diener and prepared 
for burial, after which the body was 
taken to his late home on the Lexing- 
ton pike, from which place the funertl 
will be held this afternoon at 2 o'clock. 
Interment in the Maysville Cemetery- 

Snelling was still alive when the 
Ledger went to press this morning and 
It Is thought that he may recover.

Washington, August 27 — Situs 
were in evidence today of the dls 
patch of President Wilson's reply to 
the peace proposals of Pope Benedict 
at an early date.

HOOVER S HARD TASK 

Food Administrator Hoover proposes (1) "to eliminate vicious 
speculation, extortion and wasteful practices and to stabilize prices;" 
(2) to guard our exports so as to retain sufficient home supplies while 
helping to feed our allies; and (•'!) to prevent waste in the kitchen 
and eleswhcre. Work in the second and third direction lias already 
begun and progress lias been made. Plan 1, the prevention of speeu- 4 
lation and extortion and the fixing of prices, now to be undertaken, is 
the most serious problem, in comparison with which the other two 
are relatively easy. England, after long wrestling with price fixing 
is said to have really succeeded only where its government controll- 
ed production and thus insured a continuous supply, in other eases 
a serious difficulty being found in the withdrawal of supplies from 
the market and secret sales to those willing to pay more than the 
legal price. 

That our government has Finland's experience in mind seems 
to be indicated by the announcement that it has "already perfected 
the plan whereby it will buy as much of the wheat crop as becomes 
necessary." .Mr. Hoover proposes not punishment but regulation of 
.speculators and extortioners, but the one. if effective, would seem 
necessarily to involve promise of the other. Lighl nods to be tur 
ed on all food stored up for higher prices, whether in great barns, cold 
storage or other warehouse. The problem is one of great difficulty 
and it may be thai only a partial solution will be reached. But flu 
effort is imperative and the government is doing only its plain duty. 

THE WIVES OF SOLDIERS 

The wives of officers in our new army are made secure by tin i 
husbands' sufficiently large salaries, but what of soldiers receivinu 

a month! When it was found that the plan to exempt marri< 
men would have to be abandoned, it was proposed to send to wai 
only married men without children, and it seems to have been takei 
fpr granted that a childless wife could live on what her soldier lius 
band could send Ifer out of his small salary. Some newspaper edi 
tors even thought that the husband could send his wife *2"> II montl 
and retain only $5 for himself. This figuring was easy but failed In 
take account of stubborn facts. Kven a soldier who is fed and cloth 

ed would be < ipelled to have more than *"> a month for necessary 

expenses, and even if he could spare $25 a month his wife could hard- 
ly exist on that amount in these times unless she earned money her- 
self, which would be impossible in many cases. 

This problem demands attention. Government provision for sol- 
diers' wives, so that they will not become objects of charity, would 
appear to be imperative. The proposition is more justifiable thai! 
the existing system of pensioning the real or alleged widows of sol.

The effect of federal legislation on 
State action is apparent in the enact- 
ment of liability laws for railroad em- 
ployees in South Carolina and Vir- 
ginia, which follow in large degree the 
pattern of the federal statute on the 
subject. Most of the States of the 
Union havo compensation laws, re- 
produced up to the end of the year 
1916 in Bulletin No. 203 of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. A few States re- 
tain the liability doctrine, and the ac- 
tion of South Carolina and Virginia 
tends at least to harmonize federal 
.ind State practice, though not coming 
up to the compensation standards gen- 
erally accepted.

AUTHORITY TO TRANSFORM AL- 
SACE-LORRAINE INTO INDE- 
PENDENT FEDERAL STATE 
UIVEN TO GERMAN 
CHANCELLOR 



Amsterdam, August 26— In explana- 
tion of the Imperial German Chancel- 
lor's references to the formation of 
the new sub-committee of the Reich- 
stag Main Committee, which Is to con- 
fer with the Government on matters 
on foreign policy, the Weser Zeltung, 
of Bremen, asserts that Chancellor 
Mlchaells returned from the German 
main headquarters with authority to 
create the subcommittee and with the 
consent of the Crown to transform 
Alsace-I»rraine into an Independent

FRENCH TROOPS 

i iNi in AihHiirc Before Veriu — 

ThoiiNund Prisoners are Taken in 
(■'allant Hash lletween Mor- 
mon! and La I'hannc— 

Miliums Continue to 
Preti Austrians 
Back. 

Grand Headquarter! of tho French 
Army In Franco, Sunday, August 26— 
The gallantry of the French troops 
before Verdun carried them forward 
again today when they attacked be- 
tween Mormont farm and La Chaumo 
wood and advanced another thousand 
prisoners. The territory to the south 
of Batimont heights and woods almost 
to the village of Beaumont fell into 
their hnndH notwithstanding the 
most severe German counter attacks 
which came under a vigorous fire 
from the French artillery. 

The first attack In the center was 
checked for a time, but the resistance 
of numerous nests of machine guns 
was overcome by the wonderful dash 
of the French troops, who would not 
be denied. The German artillery, 
which seems to be weakening, has 
bombarded heavily of late before re 
tiring under pressure, but the tiring 
has been wild and little harm has 
been done. 



Somewhat slowly, but nevertheless 
surely, the Italians are breaking 
down the resistance of the Austrians 
In the region around Monte Santo 
north of Gorilla, and making their 
way eastward toward the border of 
upper t'arnlola. 

In their endeavor to hold back the 
Italians, the Austrians have brought 
to this sector large members of fresh 
men and at last, reports the fighting 
was most intense, but the Italians 
having overcome the resistance of the 
Austrians at various points. 

Little Gli en Out 

Virtually nothing is being vouch- 
ed safe in the Italian official commun- 
ications which even approximately 
records the advances general Cador- 
na's men have made since they began 
their offensive from the region of Tol- 
mlno to the sea, the Italian war of- 
fice probably desiring to conceal from 
the enemy the exact objectives it has 
in view.

at tho ('. <c 0. freight depot in this 
city Is on and a considerable con- 
gestion of freight is tho result. The 
strikers claim that they have right 
and Justice on their side and that they 
are going to win In the end. They al- 
so state other affiliated organizations 
will strike in sympathy If the strike 
here is not properly adjusted. 

Superintendent Harris of the Ash- 
land division of tbe C. £ 0. stated 
to an Independent representative to- 
day that tho work was adjusting it- 
self and that the new men brought 
here from offices In Cincinnati, Rich- 
mond, Minion and other points, were 
experts at the business and that they 
would soon have everything running 
smoothly. lie also stated that the ef- 
forts of Mr. Forrester the labor or- 
ganizer of Chicago, to have the clerks 
at Ilussell strike in sympathy with 
the strike here was not effective, as 
the night force quit and were off 
about an hour, but that the day force 
wai working as usual today. 

Mr. Fred G. Davis, commissioner 
of conciliation, of Washington, D. C, 
is here getting a line on the situa- 
tion and collecting the facts from 
both sides. 

Considerable confusion was caused 
at the freight depot this morning 
when the announcement was made 
that no freight would be received on 
the platform until after ten o'clock. 
This caused a great many of the load- 
ed wagons to remain standing and in 
some instances the loads were hauled 
back to the ware rooms from whence 
they came. We do not know what the 
action will bo tomorrow, whether 
freight will be held off until 10 
o'clock. The local office is short of 
truckers as well as clerks and for this 
reason, congestion was rather heavy 
in all departments.

OUR COLORED CITIZENS 



Washington, August 27-l'realdent 
Wilson tightened the government'! 
control of exports tonight by laming 
an order forbidding Hie shipment of 
any goods to European neutral coun- 
trie! except under license and by ex- 
tending the lilts for which license is 
required In shipment to the allies and 
neutrals other than European coun- 
tries to Include cotton, nil moats, su- 
gar and moBt. of America's other ex- 
port commodities. 

In a itatement accompanying hia 
proclamation, the president aald one 
of the Intentions of the government 
will be to see that no American prod- 
ucts are made "the occasion of bene- 
fit to the enemy, either directly, or 
Indirectly." Officials Interpreted the 
order oh forecasting a vigorous use of 
the export control as a war weapon 
and a policy of (he strictest rationing 
or countries contiguous to Germany. 

formally Proliohlteii 

Exports to Germany and her allies 
also are formally prohibited by the 
President's order and this is under- 
stood to mean that the export control 
Is about to supersede tbe British sys- 
tem of giving letters of assurance for 
American cargoes. Co to now there 
has been nothing except the British 
blockade to prevent the shipment of 
American goods to Gormany. To- 
night's order In this respect accom- 
plishes one of the purposes sought in 
the trading-with-the-encmy bill pend- 
ing in congress.
